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Ntny travtl, educational, and work abroad organiaationa , auch aa the Peace 
Corpa, Anerican Field Service, the Red Croaa, the AMLTT Foreign Teacher-Aide Pro- 
gram, th)^^ E 3 Q>eriment in International Living, Summer School in Hexico, and Loa 
Amigos de laa Americaa, lnc«, were repreaented by native apeakera and othera idio 
encouraged the atudenta to apeak the foreign language they were learning. Alao

There were academic workahopa for both the teacher-chaperonea end the atudenta* 
Bmphaaia in the teacher workahopa waa modular acheduling and innovationa auch aa 
video taping* 

There waa afternoon entertainment— dancea and playa— in German, Spaniah, and 
French by varioua achool groupa* Some muaical groupa alao performed at will 
throughout the building* 

At auppertime, a meal of international cuiaine waa catered by the Black Foreat 
Inn (German), McGuire* a (French), and La Cucaracha (Mexican)* 

Highlighting the evening entertainment program of international dance groupa 

fumiahed by the St* Paul International 
Inatitute, the Latin-American cluba, 
the French Club of St* Catherine* a 
College, were apeechea by St* Paul 
Mayor Thomaa Byrne and Mr* Lara 
Carlaon, repreaentative for the 
Experiment in International Living* 

To cloae the Featival, French, 
German, and Spaniah auctioneera 
diatributed their warea at bidding 
aeaaiona in which atudenta could 

**apend** the *1money** they had **eamed** 
throughout the day throu^ apeaking 
with native apeakera the language 
they were learning* 



Many teachera wrote or called to ecxapliment the Harding Spaniah Club on an awe- 
inapiring feat, in that the major behind-the-acenea organixation, both adminiatrative 
and aolicitative, waa accompliahed by HIGH SCHCOL atudentat Criticiama, too, were 
offered, aome of which are lie ted below* 

1) The achool intercom ayatam waa uaed indiacriminately; ita conatant inter- 
ruption greatly upaet many of the performancea and exhibitiona of the day* 

2) The diveraified and aimultaneoua programa cauaed too conaUnt a ahuffling 
of arriving or departing crowda, with the accompanying noiae of arriving too late or 
leaving too early interrupting the preaentationa* 

3) The workahopa were acheduled too early; attendance at th«o waa aparae due 
to late arrival at Harding or time needed for building orientation* 

4) Though aupper waa excellent, due to miacalculation food ran out before all 
could eat* 

5) The pacing of the evening entertainment waa too alow and thua accompanied 
by too much interim audience noiae and impatience* The entertainera* having to 
perform in two die tent areaa complicated the pacing* 
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6) Hot oaott^ Auction coaBodltlAi won wmdm ATAllnbln for aucIi a ■ultltoda 
(again dua to nlacalcuUtlon) • Tha lata tlM aat for thaaa auctlana raaultad In 
aona aarlj-dapartlng achoola* not participating. 

Baginning thalr work on tha 1968 Faatlwal Innadlataly aftar thla ona, tha 
Harding Spanlah Club contlnuad thalr work throughout tha awMar, and la «oat 
actlwaly Involwad In It now. You will aaa by tha naw foxnat that tha abora 
erltlclana» and othara» will ba allwlnatad. 

I^WBf THi FBSTIFAL...7 Thla faatlval la hald and conductad In a aannar that 
buiaflta tha conMinlty» tha taachara, and tha atudant, throng Ita praaetlon of 
foralgn languagaa and foralgn cultnraa. k faitlwal of thla Mgnltuda of fora tha 
coQMinlty^ wla clnba and coagMUilaa* a nadla with which to aarwa aducatloiij whlla 
giving public education a reciprocal opportunity to have tha conaunlty paraonnal at 
tha faatlval oaa youth at thalr beat. Tha language Caackara acceapanyliig or chaper- 
oning thalr atudanta are given tha opportunity to aaa and evaluate fiany of tha 
coanunlty aarvlcaa that they too nay wlah to have at a<MO of thalr oan achool 
avanta.

[N Ru«»lan . With RustUn added to the roe ter this year, these students are Invited 
to^the Festival, as are those of French, Genuin, and Spanish. 

P Scholarships . This year’s Festival will have one Major change... FroM the addi- 
tional scholarships that will be solicited froM cosaunlty organisations. It Is hoped 
that travel abroad scholarships can be offered not only to the Harding Spanish Club 
students, hut also to French, German, Russian, and Spanish students from other 
schools! This Is a new approach and the huMber of such awards will be noHlnal, but 
your continued attendance and confidence In the festival will help to make this, too, 
a regular service of subsequent festivals. The rules regarding receiving a scholar- 
ship ara slnple: The merit of the student must ha datemlned by his foreign language 

teacher. Only his foreign language teacher can submit his/her name to he chosen. 

Both the teacher submitting a name of a student and the student submitted must be 
present at the Festival. Bach teacher nay submit the name of only one student. 
Sometime during the day of the Festival, all the teachers submitting names will be 
called to a room to submit the names, nnd a private drawing will take place. At this 
tine all teachers submitting names will be given the opportunity to place their own 
names In a box whera a similar drawing will take place for one teacher to win a 
summer trip abroad# 

AH* Another addition to the Festival this year Is an art contest In idilch 

udents In grades 9-10 and 11-12 will submit an original work on the theme, ’’Hset 
Tour World.” The student may choose whichever Mdla will enable him to best express 
his feeling. In each school, each language may submit an entry to the two divisions 
(grades 9-10 and 11-12). These entries should be chosen by the teacher or a conmlt- 
tae to be then submitted to the contest. Deadline for submission of art entries Is 
Kerch 29, 1968. Students are asked to use their Imaginations and creatively use the 
significance of ”Kset Your World.” Carefully package any entries that are nailed, 
and Include name, grade, teacher, language, and school with the entry. Cash prises 
will be given the top two entries In each division. For further Information, teachers 
nay contact the Art Committee of the International Festival by mall. 

^ Bggay. Paralleling the art contest will be an essay contest for grades 9-10 and 
11-12. Topics are: ”Why Are You as an Individual Studying a Foreign Language?” 

(9-10), and ”The Role of Foreign Language as a Link Between Nations” (11-12). Essays 
ara to be typed, double-spaced. In composition form, and no longer than three pages. 
As In the art contest, the teachers will choose an entry from each language for each 
division (9-10 and 11-12). Deadline for receiving entries is March 29, 1968. Be 
sure to Include name, grade, teacher, language and school with each entry. Gash 
prises will be given the top two entries In each division. 

y Drama . This year, to encourage more schools to participate in drasw at the 
Festival, special merit awards will be given the top student plays In French, German, 
Russian, and Spanish. If your school Is genuinely Interested In presenting a lan- 
guaga play, please contact by mall before Kerch 22, 1968, the Drama Cosmlttee of the 
International Festival, so that they might make arrangements for your group. 

[S Phonetic Centers . Separate phonetic centers will be set up to help a fledgling 
or advanced language student discover how well he is able to reproduce the sounds of 
the language he Is learning. Accomplished phoneticians will be available to evaluate 
and advise the student. He will be evaluated according to the level in idilch he Is 
durrently enrolled, and will receive play money for his participation and efforts.
